HENRY WALTER WEBB DEAD. 


New Yorker Prominent in Finances 
Dies Suddenly. 

New York, June 18.—Henry Walter Webb 
died today at his residence at Scarbor- 
ough-on-the-Hudson, aged forty Seven 
years. He was a son of the late Generali 
James Watson Webb and brother of Dr. 
W. S. Webb, and was a director in the 
Wagner Palace Car Company, the Buf- 
falo, Erie Basin Railroad Company, the 
National City bank and the Oswego and 
Rome Railway Company, and trustee ot 
the Mutuai Life Insurance Company. He 
was ill less than an hour. Death wholly 
unexpected, although perilously ill many 
times last few months. 

At 12:45 o’cluck he entered nis library 
from the grounds, where he had been 
walking, feeling faint. Twenty minutes 
after doctor arrived, patient was dead.

Question of Military Service. 

One of the curious developments of 
the disorders now raging in the city o> 
St. Louis has arisen in connection with 
the summoning of a priest to serve on 
@ posse comitatus. 

The clergyman involved is Rev. Hen- 
ry C. Bronsgeest, who is pastor of a 
church in that city. He was one of 
those upon whom a summons was serv- 
ed, which developed the fact that the 
canon laws of the Catholic church 
and the civil laws conflict in such a 
case. It seems that under the canon 
laws priests are prohibited, under pain 
of suspension, from carrying arms. As 
it is the duty of a posse comitatus to 
go armed and to shoot if necessary, 
Father Bronsgeest was placed in an 
uncomfortable position. As the rever- 
end gentleman is a sexogenarian, and 
was quite unwell at the time of service, 
he was excused from responding. 

The question is an interesting one, 
because jit applies really to all clergy- 
men. It would be inconsistent with the 
profession of the cloth to go out gun- 
ning for recalcitrant people. A messen- 
ger of peace cannot very well become 
an agent of the police force. Of course 
there can be no talk of conflict he- 
tween church and civil law. because 
good order requires that the civil law 
should be obeyed. but at the same time 
those who have its enforcement in 
their hands will use sufficient discre- 
tion not to call upon a class of men 
for service who are not in a position to 
give it conscientiously. 

The chief of police of St. Louis sue- 
gests this when he says: “I don’t mean 
to say that Father Bronsgeest will be 
made to serve, but I do say that he 
may be made to serve. The law allows 
no discrimination, but its officers may 
exercise a good deal of discretion.”

The message, however, 
was mislaid. or lost, and a copy of it | 
only reached General Gordon a few days 
ago. He answered it at once. 

Following is a copy of Governor Mounts 
telegram: 

June |, 1900.—Genera!l John B. Gordon, Com- 
manding Confederate Veterans, Louisville, Ky.— 
Greeting; I rejoice that the bitterness of the 
past is being eclipsed Dy the unity of the 
present. Indiana, brave in the civil war, was 
first, through her legislature, to transform a 
trophy of victory, which represented the eter 
nal past, into a memento of unity and love, 
henceforth to represent the Uving present. 

JAMES A. MOUNT, 
Governor of Indiana. 


General Gordon replied as follows: 

Kirkwood, Ga., June 10, 1900.—Hon. James 
H. Mount, Governor of Indiana—My Dear Sir: 
Your telegram of cordial greeting sent to Louis- 
ville during the recent reunion of the con- 
federate veterans was mislaid or lost and a 
copy of the message has just reached me. I 
sincerely trust that even at this late day, you 
will accept the assurance of my hearty ap- 
preciation in which I am sure all of my 
comrades would gladly unite. They realize, as 
must every true lover of his country, that gen- 
uine fraternity based upon mutual respect and 
confidence is essential to the well being, if

derson, an old Atlantian 
Poin ge RM gg oes ra of The Constitu- 
tion. who has spent the last eighteen 
years in China as a missionary of the 
Methodist church, is probably one of the 
best posted men in this country today on 
prevailing conditions in the Celestial em- 
pire. 

He was in Atlanta recently, just before 
the boxer uprising began, and gave The 
Constitution an interesting interview on 
commercial and social conditions in Chi- 
na. He is now in Savannah. A day or 
two ago he gave a newspaper man there 
a clear and lucid statement of the ex- 
istent troubles and their causes, 

He said: 

“The outrages perpetrated by the box- 
ers in China represent the last expiring 
effort of the empress dowager to save her- 
self and the Manchu-Tartar dynasty from 
deposition. She is the inspiration and the 
brains of the movement; the members of 
the society are but ignorant and vicious 
tools in her hands and the hands of her 
ministers. 

“In the Chinese language the Society of 
Boxers is known as I Ho Chuan. The 
meaning is with difficulty rendered into 
English, the wide difference in the idioms 
of the languages not permitting a literal 
translation. The word ‘I’ means the‘ the 
public,’ or the ’the public weal,’ or some- 
thing of that sort; ‘Ho’ signifies ‘pacifica- 
tion,’ or ‘quiet,’ or freedom from trouble;’ 
‘Chuan’ signifies ‘by force,’ or ‘with the 
fist.’ A translation of the name of the 
society would be, ‘Public Weal Secured 
by the Fist.’ 

“From this combination of words the 
name of the society has been shortened 
into boxers. Its ostensible purpose is the 
protection of the country from the intro- 
duction of western customs and civiliza- 
tion with their imaginary evil conse- 
quences; its real, underlying raison d’etre 
is the conviction of the empress dowager, 
that her influence and her throne are tot- 
tering and that the expulsion of the for- 
eigners is the one thing that will serve 
to save them both froin destruction. 

‘It is altogether probable that the box- 
ers have maintained a sub rosa existence 
for a long period of time, but they rose 
into prominence some two years ago. Two 
German Catholic missionaries in the prov- 
ince of Shantung had been butchered by 
a mob and the German government de- 
manded satisfaction, redress and indem- 
nity. In addition to tne port of Kio Chow, 
which it secured, it required that it should 
receive certain railroads and mining con- 
cessions. 

“A decree of the empress dowager 
promised, and, indeed, gave these conces- 
sions, but at the same time a secret order 
was sent to the officers of the province, 
directing that every stumbling block 
should be thrown in the way of the Ger- 
man government making use of tne 
grants and that they should be defeated 
if possible. Of course, some ostensibly 
unofficial force had to be used to accom- 
plish this end and the boxers were sc- 
lected as furnishing the right kind of 
material. The Germans have never at- 
tempted to make use of the concessions 
that were granted them, but the boxers 
were douDtless ready if any such attempt 
had been made. 

“Since that time it has been evident that 
they were under the protection of the 
government. They have been organizing 


and drilling under the eyes of government | 


officiais and everybody ground, except the 
officials, understood what these prepara- 
tions meant. In the early part of the 
year au Englishman, Mr. rooks, ‘was 
killed and a number of Chinese Christians 
were massacred. Nothing was done, 
thovgh the outrage was reported to the 
government and the offenders were well 
known. 

‘The whole thing is an old story in Chi- 
na. The empress dowager has _ ruled 
the country with an iron hand for twen- 
ty years, and is cordially disliked by the 
better element of the people throughout 
the empire. It will be remembered that in 
1898 she deposed her nephew, the then 
emperor, and has since kept him under 
continement. Shortly before that period 
the country had become impregnated with 
the spirit of reform and the emperor him- 
self was a leader in the movement. All 
over the country schools, which were 
teaching ‘the new learning,’ had been es- 
tablished and were in successful opera- 
tion. A healthy spirit of advancement 
was in the air and every movement for 
the good of the people was heartily sec- 
onded by the emperor. With the deposi- 
tion of Kwang Hsu the schools vanisned 
and the reform spirit, in official circles, 
died a sudden death. 

“The empress dowager has no personal 
following throughout China, the large and 
influential, intelligent and wealthy classes 
among the pe&ple holding her in cordial 
dislike. ‘The boxers are made up for the 
most part of ignorant countrymen. They 
are of the class that is transformed by 
opportunity and the thought that there 
is more in it from peaceable citizens into 
lawless brigands. Easily stirred up and 
excited, they are more easily led into 
crime and outrage at the shrewd dictation 
of a few bold and unprincipled men.” 


S. C. Tapp. who has been in North 
Carolina making some speeches in the 
interest of the democratic party in the 
campaign that is going on in that sate, 
has returned to the city.—In speaking 
of the results. he said:

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A lively contest is on in Georgia over 
who is to carry the state’s electoral vote 
to Washington after the. ballots have been 
cast in November. When the convention 
was in session last week there were two 


cendidates in the field, John W. Greer, of 
Bitb, and J. R. Phillips, of Jefferson. 
Two others, Messrs. Patterson, of Spald- 
ing, and Revell, of Meriwether, have since 
entered the contest and it is understood 
that all four lay claim to enough votes to 
insure their election. Greer and Pat- 
terson are both from the sixth congres- 
sional district, while Revell is a promi- 
net democrat of the fourth, and Phillips 
equally prominent of the tenth. 

The state’s messenger to the electoral 
college is chosen by the thirteen electors 
named at the convention, and while there 
is considerable honor as well as respon- 
sibility attached to the position, there is 
likewise some financial profit to be had. 

It requires seven votes to elect, and as 
the four candidates are pretty well dis- 
tributed over the state, each will natu- 
rally expect and doubtless has been as- 
sured his distinct support. One of the 
candidates has, it is understood, laid 
claim to having enough votes pledged to 
insure his choice, but this claim is being 
strenuously denied by all three of his op- 
ponents. 

“IT would be willing,’’ said a prominent 
local democrat, yesterday, whose support 
was sought by one of the candidates, ‘‘to 
see any of the four gentleman chosen to 
the position, if I could be assured in ad- 
vance that the vote he would carry to 
Washington would be sufficient with that 
of other states to elect William J. Bry- 
an.”’ 


The Georgia delegation to Kansas City 
will go to the convention uninstructed as 
to the nominee of the party for vice pres- 
ident. The greater number of the states 
that have acted have left their delegates 
with full discretion in this matter, and 
while Bryan has been indorsed with prac- 
tical unanimity all over the country, re- 
markably few conventions have made 
any pretense of solving the problem of 
who is to be nis running mate. 

The state’s delegation while in Atlanta 
last week met for only a few minutes— 
just sufficient time to organize by the 
election of a chairman, and there was no 
discussion at the meeting even in the 
mcst remote way of the names mentioned 
from time to time for the vice presidency. 
That Georgia Is to play a prominent part 
in the choice of a vice presidential can- 
didate is but a natural conclusion for one 
who watched the position taken by the 
Georgia delegates in the Chicago conven- 
tion of ’96. Not only was the name of 
W. J. Bryan first suggested in that con- 
vention by Gaorgiais, but the enthusias- 
tic reception which followed has nomina- 
tion was due greatly to the brilliant 
speech in which Judge Hal T. Lewis plac- 
ed the name of the Nebraskan before the 
ccnvention. 

The coming of the Georetla delegates at 
Kansas City this year will therefore be 
watched with interest, and it is a fore- 
gcne conclusion that in the convention 
Georgia will be accorded a position of re- 
spect second to no state in the union. 
This will come not only in view of the 
prominent part the state played in the 
Chicago gathering, but because the state 
convention has chosen a delegation that 
would under any circumstances carry 
Georgia to the front. 

Among the delegates themselves there 
was little discussion of the vice presi- 
dential problem, and this matter has been 
left largely to future development. It is 
krown, however, that there are at least 
three prominent democrats, two of them 
from New York, and one from the middle 
west, who have strong supporters and ad- 
mirers in the Georgia delegation. 

It can be said with certainty that Geor- 
gians will give the closest attention to the 
claims of Shively, of Indiana, whose nom- 
ination would, it is belleved by some, add 
that doubtful and wavering state to th 
demccratic column. In New York stat 
the two democrats who have commanded 
the respect and admiration of the Geor- 
gia delegation are Amos Cummings and 
Eliott Danforth. The frequent mention 
of both of these nares in connection with 
the nomination leaves the Impression at 
least that both will find strong  sup- 
port in the convention. 

The logic in the choice of a New York 
man as Bryan’s -unning mate appeals to 
many as particularly strong in view of 
the probable nomination of Roosevelt at 
Philadelphia. It is urged that if the dem- 
ocrats fail to get a New York man af- 
ter the republicans have selected Roose- 
velt, it would be a covert admission that 
the state is hcpelersly republican. 

Although little mention has been given 
to the suggestion of Eliott Danforth, there 
is small doubt but that the prominent 
New Yorker will find more than one 
stanch friend in the Georgia crowd. 

It is a notable fact that running on 
the ticket with Augustus Van Wyck, the 
last democratic nominee for*governor of 
New York, Danforth, who was out for 
lieutenant governor, ran ahead of his 
ticket, and although it was known all 
along that Van Wyck had been defeated, 
it was thought for a time that Danforth 
would be the lMeutenant governor. Dan- 
fcrth, while strong with Tammany Hall, 
has never joined that organization in 
making enemies.

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POLICE COMMITTEE 
10 MEET TONIGHT 


Will Try To Discover What Is Wrong 
with Department. 


MANY WITNESSES SUMMONED 


Investigation To Be Directed Against 
the Chief’s Office. 


|. DETECTIVE CHANGES CAUSE COMMENT 


Committee Will Probably Meet Sev- 
eral Times Before the Investiga- 
tion Is Brought to a Close. 


The special committee from the board 
of police commissioners will meet tonignhr 
at the police barracks to investigate the 
workings of the department. 

The investigation was the outceme of 
allegations about the chief of police not 
strictly attending to his duties. It was 
known that certain of the commissioners 
desired td prefer charges against Chief 
Manly if it was true he was neglectful of 
his duties, and before such action could 
be taken. Commissioner Johnson got in 
aresoliution calling for a sort of sweeping 
investigation. 

Despite the fact that the matter took 
this turn, it is well known that the pro- 
posed investigation will be confined al- 
most exclusively to the chief’s office. 

A number of witnesses have been sum- 
moned to appear before the committee 
tonight. Among them are al] the captains, 
many of the sergeants, council members, 
hewspaper reporters and citizens. 

These witnesses will be examined in or- 
Ger to ascertain if the chief has neglect. 
ed his official duties. If the committee 
thinks the evidence is sufficient, formae 
charges will be preferred against Chief 
Manly and he will be arraigned for trial 
before the whole board. 

The special committee is composed of 
Chairman Brotherton and Commissioners 
Jones, Fox and Johnson. 

Comment has been made upon the fact 
that pending the investigation, some 
very radical changes are being made in 
the city detective department. Yesterday 
morning carpenters were put to work to 
tear out the partitions in the old offices 
on the second floor and to remove the 
Offices to the third floor. 

When Captain Siaughter had charge of 
the detective department his offices were 
On the third floor. When he was discharg- 
ed. Chief Manly asked that the offlces be 
Placed on the second floor adjoining his 
Own, where he could have a closer and 
more immediate supervision of the detec- 
tives 


Now since the investigation was begun 
the detective offices are being removed to 
the old place on the third floor. Just what 
this means cannot be told..The only ex- 
Dlanation offered for the change is that 
more room is needed for the detectives. 

The special committee mets at 8 o’clock 
tonight and it is probable that several 
meetings will be held before the investi- 
€ation is finished.

POWER COMPANY WAKES NEW REQUEST OF COUNCIL 
PETERS STREET WINS A VICTORY: OTHER MATTERS 


Ordinance for Elect Lighting 
Plant {s Introduced, 


WAS SIGNED BY JOSEPH HIASCH 


He Is Vice President of Atlanta Rail- 
way Company—Ordinance Same 
as That of Georgia Electric 
Light Company—Mr. 
Woodruff Talks. 


The Atlanta Railway and Power Com- 
pany has thrown the gantlet down be- 
fore the city council of Atianta. 

An ordinance giving franchises 
electric lighting system to the Atlanta 
tallway and Power Company was intro- 
duced yesterday afternoon by Council- 
man Henry W. Grady, of the sixth ward, 
and this ordinance containg exactly the 
Same provisions, even the same verbiage, 
as in the ordinance giving similar grants 
to the Georgia Electric Light Company. 

It is a test as much as anything else 
and the officials of the Atlanta Railway 
and Power Company are waiting with 
interest to learn what council wiil- do. 

The ordinance was referred to the com- 
mittee on electric lights and when that 
body meets next it will doubtless have 
a lively session over the proposed hew 
ordinance. 

The ordinance was introduced upon the 
application of the Atlanta Railway Com- 
rany, signed by Joseph Hirsch, its vice 
president. This road is owned and con- 
trolled by the Atlanta Railway and Power 
Company and franchises given the former 
belong, except in name, to the latter. 
President E. Woodruff, of the Atlanta 
Railway and Power Company, stated 
last night that the application had been 
made by the Atlanta Railway Company 
because the Atlanta Railway and Power 
Company alreedy has a petition for an 
electric lighting franchise before council. 
He referred to the petition and the fran- 
chise which have been the subject of heat- 
ed discussions in council during the past 
several months. 

A curious thing in connection with the 
application of,the Atlanta Railway Com- 
pany is that it is made to “the honore- 
ble, the general council,” instead of t 
“the honorable mayor end general coun- 
cil.” President Woodruff stated last 
night that the omission of ‘‘mayor’’ was 
an oversight. Steps will probably be 
taken to have the application amended. 

Text of the Application. 

It was during the fore part of the 
meeting that the application of the At- 
lanta Railway Company was read. It is 
as follows: 

To the Honorable, the General Council 
of the City of Atlanta—Gentlemen: The un- 
dersigned, desiring to establish and conduct a 
plant and the necessary adjuncts for supplying 
electricity for heat, light and power, respectful- 
ly asks that you grant the franchises and that 
the ordinance for that purpose contain the ex- 
act provisions which confer the same franchise 
upon the Georgia Electric Company. 

In addition the undersigned is willing to give 
bond with good security in whatever amount 
you name, conditioned that said plant shall be 
promptly erected and put into operation. Re- 
spectfully, 

ATLANTA RAILWAY COMPANY, 
By Joseph Hirsch, Vice‘President. 

This petition was referred to the com- 
mittee on electric lights, of which Coun- 
cilman Holland is chairman. 

The ordinance giving the electric light- 
ing franchise was introduced dy Council- 
man Grady towerd the close of the meet- 
ing. The ordinance contains three sec- 
tions, and six provisions, the latter ap- 
pearing under the head of section 2. 
These conditions, epitomized, are as fol- 
lows: 

The Six Conditions. 

The Atlanta Railway Company has 
power to excavate within the city limits 
for the laying of conduits and to erect 
poles without the fire limits for the string 
ing of wires and for other purposes; but 
before this work is commenced the board 
of electrical control must be notified and 
must be submitted plans for the system. 
The board must approve the work before 
it is commenced, 

The material to be used in the work 
and the actual work must be done under 
the approval of the board of electrical 
control and the city engineer. 

All streets and sidewalks and other 
public highways and walis must be left 
as found by the Atlanta Railway Com- 
pany. 

The city must be held harmless from 
ail damages resulting from the work done 
by the company; to insure regard for this 
provision the company must give a $25,000 
bond, and is subject to such other bonds 
as council may see fit to require from 
time to time.

The sheet was adopted two weeks Ago, 


' but was held up by. a notice of recon- 


sideration given by Councilmen Barrett 
Council reconsidered the 
apportionment sheet for these gentlemen, 
and then Councilman Barrett caused a 
flurry of surprise by moving the adoption 
of the sheet. This was carried. Council- 
man Barrett then smbmitted an amend- 
ment to the apportionment sheet and his 
mendment was adopted. 

A number of councilmen spoke, but they 
all confined themselves to views which 
have been thoroughly aired in the past. 
It was directly after council had assem- 
bled that Councilman Barrett moved a 
reconsideration of the apportionment 
sheet. His motion was seconded by Coun- 
cilman Harwell. 

Mayor Pro Tem. Mayson called Alder- 
man Beutell to the chair and addressed 
council. He announced that the finance 
committee found $10,000 specially appor- 
tioned to Peters street for the paving 
of it with asphalt. Half of that sum, said 
the mayor pro tem., had been taken away 
from Peters and given to other depart- 
ments. 

Alderman Pope spoke in reply, saying 
that he could never give his consent to 
paving a street, and especially a business 
street. free of cost, 

Councilmen Barrett and Harwell 
swered. 

The vote came on the motion of Council- 
man Barrett to reconsider the apportion- 
met sheet, and was as follows: 

Avyes—Councilmen Harwell, Barrett, 
Maddox, Terry, Thompson, Adams, Gra- 
dy and Longino—8. 

Noes—Councilmen Rawson, 
Parks, Roy and Pope—6. 

Later, during the meeting, Councilman 
Barrett moved that the apportionment 
sheet be adopted. This motion was sec- 
onded by Councilman Harwell. As coun- 
cil had just reconsidered the sheet for 
these two gentlemen, their action caused 
some surprise. but council was with them 
and the apportionment sheet was adopted. 

Then Councilman Bagrett introduced an 
amendment to the apportionment sheet 
so as to leave the $5,000 to the credit of 
Peters street, but allowing any sort of 
paving to be laid. This amendment was 
seconded by Councilman Harwell, and 
is as follows: ’ 

Resolved by the mayor and general council, 
That the apportionment sheet as reported and 
adopted by the general council be amended by 
striking from the item ‘‘Peters street’’ under 
the department of streets the words ‘‘to be 
used for chert pavement,’’ and in lieu thereof 
insert the words ‘“‘same to be used in paving 
said street from Central railroad crossing south 
as far as the sums set apart by county and city 
will go, in connection with an equal sum as 
proposed by the county commissioners.’’ 

This amendment was adopted by a viva 
voce vote, only Councilman Pope voting 
in the negative. 

Directly after the session of council the 
aldermanic board met in special gession 
to pass upon the apportionment sheet, 
and the action of cauncil was concurred 
in. If the sheet is approved by the may- 
or, asphalt paving on a portion of Peters 
street wil] be assured.

Broken Engines at Water Station 
Cause Discussion, 


LONGING ASKS SOME QUESTIONS 


Wanted To Know if Position of Wa- 
ter Department Was Not Far 
Fetched—Saloons Not Open- 
ed on July 4th—Rou- 
tine Business. 


The charge that the sanitary depact- 
ment is responsible for the breaking of 
the pumping engine at station No. 2 of the 
waterworks department was heard yes- 
terday afternoon by council, but beyoud 
referring the entire matter to a commit- 
tee, no aciion was taken, 

The matter arose under the head of 
communicatiens during the forepart of tne 
A conimmunpication from the 
board of water commissioners was read. 
Subjoined to it Was a statement from 
Chief Engineer Travis, of the waterworks 
departent, in which he announces his be- 
lief that the break wags the result of the 
sudden shutting off of water after the em- 
ployees of the sanitary department had 
finished flushing the sewers. 

Judge George Hill, a member of the 
water board, addressed council, and a 
general discussion followed his remarks. 
In the end, however, council decided to 
gefor the matter to the finance committee, 
which will consider the question at its 
next sess1on. 

The communication from the board of 
water commissioners follows: 

“To the Honorable Mayor and General 
Council, City of Atlanta.—Gentlemen: 
Owing to a serious break in each of the 
two pumping eigines at station No. 2 re- 
cently oveourring, the board of water com- 
missioners at its last meeting adopted a 
resolution cxpressins the gense of that 
body to the same effect as on several 
occasions in the past, that the flushing of 
sewers should ke placed under the ex- 
clusive control of the water department, 
and no one not connected with the wate 
department or the fire department should 
ever be permitted to open or use a fire 
hydrant, 

“The undersigned were appointed a 
committee to lay this action pefore the 
mayor an: city council, with the request 
that a suitable ordinance be framed and 
enacted to carry the same into effect.’’ 

Judge Hillyer Explains. 

Judge Gecrge Hillyer was invited by 
council to explain the sjtuation, which he 
did. 

“There bave been two quite serious 
breaks in the engines lately,” he sair, 
“and I have been asked by the comniis- 
sioners to appear before you and act for 
them. The cause of the breaks is a sub- 
ject that has caused us much thought in 
the past, and it is a hard one with which 
to deal. 

“Whenever there is a@ sudden stop in 
the flow of the water from the hydrants 
it makes what is known as a water bam- 
mer. The mind can hardly’ corceive 
the force of the blows when a water ham- 
mer is made. While We do not wish to 
pass criticism upon any official of the 
city or upon any department, it is ihe 
unanimous opinion of the members of the 
water board that the recent breaks were 
caused by the sudden cutting off of water 
during the flushing of sewers,”’ 

Longino Invites Confidence, 

While Judge Hillyer was explaining the 
matter to council, Dr. Longino, represen- 
tative from the seventh ward, leaned for- 
Ward over his desK and addressed the 
judge in a iow voice that invited conii- 
dence. 

“Judge,” he satd persuasively, ‘‘don’t 
you think that this idea about the sani- 
tary men breaking the engine is a littie 
far-fetched?’ 

Judge Hillyer replied that he did not 
think it was, and gave his reasons. 

Again Dr. Longino leaned forward: 

‘Now, judge,” he said, ‘don't you think 
it is just a case of one department trying 
to get a little more puil than it has al- 
ready ?’’ 

“I do not think so,” he said. “[ am 
sure the water department is not trying 
to do any one or any department an in- 
justice,’’ 

After a few more remarks along the 
Same line, Judge Hillyer thanked council 
for the courtesy to him, and withdrew. 


Bars Do Not Remain Open. 

The ordinuynce allowing the gaioons to 
remain cren on July 4th was defeated by 
a vote of .13 to 5. The ordinance was in- 
troduced at the last meeting of council! 
and was referred to the police commiitee 
for action. Yesterday majority and 
minority reports were submitted.

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PRAISES THE TECH SCHOOL 
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New York Commercial Has Article 
on Technological School. 


TELLS OF ITS GREAT WORE 


, 


Says School Is One of the Best in the 
Country, Especially in Textile 
Department. 


Few schools are attracting as much at- 
tention throughout the country as the 
Georgia School of Technology, of which 
Captain Lyman Hall is president. Scien- 
tific and manufacturing and commercial 
papers have had lengthy articles telling 
of the school] and its work. Each of these 
papers places the Georgia School of Tech- 
nology as among the leading in this coun- 
try, and the technical department ts given 
especial notice. 

The Atlanta correspondent of The New 
York Commercial In a recent issue of that 
paper devotes considerable gpace to the 
school and tells interestingly of its work- 
ings. Like other people who have visited 
and seen the school, The Commercial’s 
correspondent makes mention of the small 
appropriation given by the state, 

In full he says: 

“T recently had the pleasure of visiting 
the Georgia School of Technology, at At- 
lanta, and was more than pleased with 
what I saw, in the character and conven- 
lent internal arrangement of the buildings 
that are occupied, and the thoroughness 
with which the curriculum is being carried 
out, both practically and theoretically. 
Great credit for this happy state of affairs 
is due to Lyman Hall, president. ana pro- 
fessor of mathematics in the institution. 

“Although the state of Georgia is not 
doing as well as it should in the way of 
appropriations for carrying out the excel- 
lent Work of State Geologist W. 8. Yeates 
for the development of the mining re- 
sources of the state, she has taken a com- 
mendable attitude toward the establish- 
ment and maintenance uf a technological 
institution. 

“The Georgia School of Technology was 
organized in 1888 as a result of a favorable 
report of a committee of the legislature. 
which was instructed to look into the ad-

The regular course in textiles, both 
in theory and in practice, began in the 
fall of 1899. 

“This is but a few months ago, and it 
is already under remarkable headway. 
The school has received considerable pe- 
cuniary aid from private sources. as well 
as donations of machinery from some of 
the leading machine shops of the country. 
It is already equipped with machinery 
for heating and ventilating, for picking, 
carding, combing, drawing, spinning, 
weaving, etc. While I was there machin- 
ery had just arrived for instructions in 
knitting. 

“Many hand looms for instruction in 
carrying out experimental designs are in 
the designing department, the students 
being thus able to study the effects of 
their designs in practical weaving. Addi- 
tional looms of this Kind are being made 
in the wood workshop of the institution. 
Specific attention is given to fabric struc- 
ture and analytical designing. 

“The dyeing department is the best 
equipped one connected with textile in- 
struction that I know of. It is well sup- 
plied with tubs of ample size for any prac- 
tical use that they may be put to. 

‘‘The course in textiles covers four years, 
although there is a special course cover- 
ing but two years. In connection with the 
dyeing department is a laboratory equlp- 
ped with all necessary apparatus, chemi- 
cals, etc. The school is under the direc- 
tion of William N. Randle, a graduate of 
the Philadelphia Textile school.”’
